When Miles Coverdale published 
the first. complete translation of the 
Bible in English, just 400 years ago 
—Oetober 4, 1535-——-he did a greater 
service than he dreamed of. 

All Doctor Coverdale was think- 
ing of was to make the Word of 
God available to all who wanted to 
read it. But the first result was to 
arouse the desire to’ read, among 
the common people of England. The 
beginnings of our school system, 
which denies education to nobody, 
can be traced to that. And besides 
bringing the Bible to everybody, Dr. 
Coverdale gave the English langu- 
age itself its first fixed form. Be- 
fore 1535 the upper classes spoke 
mostly Norman French, and only the 
lower classes the simple tongue of 
Anglo-Saxon origin. 

The Coverdale Bible, and its re- 
vision 86 years later into the King 
James Version, now the standard 
translation wherever English is 
spoken, gave the English people for 
the first time a commofi_ speech, 
used by all classes. And. that, I 
thing, was the beginning of Eng- 
land's greatness. 

REFUGE Bible passage 

The Bible is still by far the ‘‘best 
seller’ of all books. More than 25 
million Bibles, complete or selected 
parts, were sold last year. Tens of 
millions all over the world go to the 
Bible for consolation in time of 
trouble.

‘The 
significance and probable working 
of new economic proposals can be 
more fully appreciated when they 
are set out in precise terms. Econ- 
omie proposals from whatever party 
they may originate, affect the life 
of every citizen, and Parliament 
should provide the opportunity for 
their careful examination. Where the 
proposals are sound the examination 
makes for their more general &c- 
ceptance by the nation; where un- 
sound, examination makes for their 
improvement or withdrawal. In 
Alberta, the presence of the Liberal 
and Conservative leaders and of 
their small body of followers will 
help Parliament in the discharge of 
its task of examining the new 
legislative proposals.

August last clearly illustrated how 
much the result of an election may 
depend not only on the number «f 
votes cast for the contending forces, 
but upon the method of election 
used. 

In Alberta, two different meth- 
ods of election were in. operation. 
The chief cities of Calgary and Wd- 
monten formed each a single cun- 
stituency electing six members py 
the method of proportional repres- 
entation with the single transfer- 
able vote. A candidate in Calgary 
and Edmonton, to be sure of elo<- 
tion, had to poll, not a majority, 
but a quota of votes—a_ defined 
proportion of the total numbe: of 
votes cast in the constituency. The 
remainder of the province was div- 
ided into fifty-one constituencies- 
each electing ong member; the 
transferable vote was again used, 
but in a constituency electing mly 
one member a candidate, to be 
elected, had to poll a majoritw of 
the votes. The transferable ~ vote 
when applied in single-member con- 
stituencies, is known in Great 
Britain as the alternative vote, but 
overseas, more generally, as prefer- 
ential voting.

Washington has been hearing 
from consumers, and their vigorous 
protest against the rising costs of 
food stuffs is not going unheeded. 
The President himself has ordered 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
begin a searching inquiry into living 
costs. 

Another move which is under seri- 
ous consideration by the AAA is 
the proposal of Jegislation which 
would put the milk supply of cities 
on the basis of a public utility, and 
subject to rigid state and federal 
control. This has been talked of be- 
fore, but now the talk seems serious. 

The President’s statement on the 
1936 budget, coupled with the prom- 
ise of a determined effort to reduce 
governmental costs for the nex 
fiscal year is further calculated to 
strengthen the Administration's 
position.

WELL PAVED HIGHWAYS 
BRING HIGH RETURNS

A well paved highway earns 
money and takes its place as a self- 


‘| liquidating improvement, it is 
pointed out by officials of the Al- 
berta Motor Association. 

Some years ago there was a 


strong agitation for a paved toll 
road in this province, but this failed 
to obtain the approval of the legi- 
slature. Many will recall that the 
proposal was brought up in the 
house year after year and rejected. 

Some interesting data concerning 
the returns from paved roads was 
obtained from a survey conducted in 
Indiana. This showed that one sec- 
tion of the federal aid highway 
system, with an average daily 
traffic of 1,721 cars per mile, earned 
a return in motor taxes of $2,410 
per mile. This was nearly nine 
times the road upkeep cost. 

A section of the secondary sys- 
tem carrying an average of 1745 
vehicles per mile daily, had an in- 
come in motor taxes of $1,044 per 
mile, which was more than twice 
the road upkeep cost. 

On the primary section of the 
system, the upkeep cost averaged 
$286 per mile. The secondary sec- 
tion had an upkeep cost of $486 
per mile. The much larger amount 
of high type paving on the primary 
section is cited as the reason for 
lower upkeep cost. 

These figures show conclusively 
the splendid results from undertak-
